same as required by law. 

That on November 23rd., 1928, in the City Court of Bogalusa, in 
the case State of Louisiana versus R-1651 H. R. Redmond, he was 
arraigned and entered a plea of not guilty, and the case assigned 
for trial Tuesday, November 27th., 1928 at four P.M. That on Nov- 
ember 27th., 1928, the oase was continued until Tuesday, December 
12ths,1926: and that on the said date, December 12th., 1928, wes 
submitted to the Court on testimony submitted in oase of State of 
Louisiana versus No. R-1651 H. R. Redmona insofar aa the facts 
in the said case relate to the sale of medicine or preparation 
mixed by the defendant. Whereupon the Court rendered a verdict 
of guilty and sentenced the defendant, H. R. Redmond, to pay a fine 
of twenty five ($25.00) dollars and cost of proseoution, in default 
of payment of fine and cost to be imprisoned for a period of twenty 
dayse 

The defendant was granted an appeal to the Twenty Second Judicial 
District Court of Louisiana, in and for the Parish of Washington, 


that the wase was doocketed in the Twenty Second Judicial District 
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Court of Louisiana, Washington Parish, under No. 6694, the case was 
assigned for trial January 25th., 1929, that on said date 1: was 
submitted to the Court on testimony taken in case No. 6693, in 
addiction to which testimony the District Attorney offered, produced 
and filed in evidence a copy of the Sanitary Code of Louisiana, to 
which offering Counsel for defendant objected for the reason that 
the Sanitary Code is Unconstitutional, the Legislature has no power 
to legislate on those thinge; it is not revelant in this case; and 
that the manufacture of this medicine was in Mississippi, and the 
Sanitary Code cannot apply in this case, The objeotion was over- 
ruled by the court and counsel for the defendant excepted to the 
ruling of the Cour: making the offering by District Attorney and 
the ruling of the Court the basis for bill of sxception; the court 
then pronounced judgment affirming indvment of the lower courte 

Counsel for defendant then, filed a motion for a new trial, 
annexing the testimony taken on the trial of the sase No. 6693, and 
the agreement betweeu the Counsel representing the State and the 
Counsel representing the defendart, to the motion, the motion for a 
new trial was overruled, and counsel for defendant excepted making 
the motion, testimony and ruling of the court the basis for bill cf 
exception. 

Counsel for defendant then, in open court, the Distriot Attorney 
being present, gave notice of their intention to apply to the Honor- 


able Supreme Court of the State of Louisiana for a writ of Certiorari.

Your petitioner shows that he is aggrieved by the verdict and 
Judgment rendered by said court, that the said ju gment is contrary 
to the law and faote, as testified to on said trial, for the follow.

ist. Tha; the-evidence proved conclusively that at no time did the 
defendant ke:p on hand or sell any herb tea or medicine in the State 
of Louisiana; that the herb tea or medicine was manufactured, kept 
and sold in the State of Mississippi; that orders were taken at Bog- 


alusa, Washington Parish, Louisiana, delivery made at a later date

by bus from the State of Mississippi; that the lower court so held 
in its reasons for judgment, where it said " thie medicine is not 
kept in store or on hand at his place of business in the City of 
Bogalusa, within this Parish and State, but is brought from Miss- 
issivpi by bus operated by Mr. King or Mr. Little and delivered to 
those holding receipts, and numbers for the medicine in Louisiana".

It appears that each particular ailment or disease requires f 
a different renedy;the same medicine is not given for all ailments, 
Tais nedicine is not kept in store or on hand at his place of tus= 
iness in the City of logelusa within this parish and State,but is 
brought from Mississippi by Bus operated by ir King or Mr Little, 
and delivere. to those holding receipts and numbers for the medi- 
cine in Louisiana, 

It is shown by evidence that there 1s no physical examination 
of the patients, but few questions are asked as to the nature of 
the disease sought to be treatel and on the replies give thereto
